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This application should be rejected for the 
reasons mentioned below. If the applicant has any 
argument against the reasons, such argument should 
be submitted within 60 days from the date on which 
this notice was dispatched. 

Reasons 

1. The inventions of claims 1-4, 7-14, 17 and 
21-26 of the subject application are not patentable 
under Article 29(1) (3) since they are inventions 
that were described in the publications listed below 
which were distributed in Japan or foreign countries 
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prior to the filing of the subject application, or 
that were made available to the public by way of 
electric communication line. 

2. The inventions of claims 1-26 of the subject 
application are not patentable under the provision 
of Patent Law Article 29(2) since they could have 
been easily made by persons who have common 
knowledge in the technical field to which the 
inventions pertain, on the basis of the inventions 
that were described in the publications listed below 
which were distributed in Japan or foreign countries 
prior to the filing of the subject application, or 
that were made available to the public by way of 
electric communication line. 

Note (Regarding the cited documents, etc., see the 
list of cited documents, etc.) 

- With regard to Reasons 1 and 2: 

- Against the inventions of claims 1-3, 4, 7, 9-14, 
17 and 21-26: 

Cited document 1 discloses an ink jet ink 
having a surface tension of 25 to 60 dyn/cm and 
containing 0.1 to 50 wt% of oxidized carbon black, a 
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penetrant such as glycol ether compounds, a 
surfactant, and 0.5 to 10 wt% of acrylic aid- 
styrene-a-methyl styrene terpolymer resin having a 
molecular weight of 2000 to 8000 and an acid number 
90 to 130. 

- With regard to Reasons 1 and 2 : 

- Against the inventions of claim 1, 3, 4, 7, 9-14 
and 17-26: 

Cited document 2 discloses an ink containing 
0.1 to 50 wt% of organic pigment such as wet- 
oxidized quinacdorine pigments, a dispersing agent 
such as polyoxye thylene alkyl ether and a water- 
soluble resin such as acrylic resins. 

- With regard to Reasons 1 and 2 : 

- Against the inventions of claims 1-4, 7-14, 17 and 
21-26 : 

Cited document 3 discloses a dispersing element 
for the use of ink jet recording liquid, having a 
surface tension of 25 to 60 dyn/cm and containing 
0.5 to 10 wt% of carbon black having introduced a 
sulfonic acid group thereto, a dispersing agent such 
as polyoxyethyl ene alkyl ethers and a water-soluble 
resin such as acrylic resins. 
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- With regard to Reason 2 : 

- Against the inventions of claims 1-26: 

The inventions as claimed in the application 
are different from the invention disclosed in the 
cited document 4 in that a resin that imparts 
dispersing property and/or fixing property is 
blended in the claimed inventions, whereas such a 
resin is not incorporated in the invention of the 
cited document 4. 

However, since the cited documents 1-3, 5 and 6 
disclose that a resin is blended in the pigment 
dispersion and since the cited document 7 discloses 
that a resin having a silicon macromer moiety is 
dispersible in water as for the use of ink jet 
recording, further blending of a resin in the cited 
document 4 is merely a matter of easily arrived for 
the person skilled in the art. 

In addition, the effect given by the inventions 
as claimed in the application cannot be considered 
as particularly prominent. 

- With regard to Reason 2 : 

- Against the inventions of claims 1-26: 
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Dispersing a resin having a silicon macromer 
moiety in the inventions disclosed in the cited 
documents 1-3 is merely a matter of easily arrived 
for the person skilled in the art considering that 
the resin having a silicon macromer moiety has 
dispersibility. 

In addition, the effect given by the inventions 
as claimed in the application cannot be considered 
as particularly prominent. 

For the claims other than those objected to in 
this notice of reason(s) for rejection, no reason 
for rejection has been found to date. If any 
reason(s) for rejection is newly found later, it 
will be notified.

(With respect to the form of description of the 
written opinion, the applicant is requested to make 
reference to the form of description of the request 
for correction in the proceeding of the trial for 
invalidation. )
